Estimate of Experts Based

NEW YORK. Jan. 10.—Wall

Submersible Said to Have 
Been Rammed by Dread- 
naught—Crew of 30 May 
Have Perished.

LONDON, Jan. 10.—An admir- 


alty message says the British sub- | 


marine L-24 has been lost in a col- 
lision. It is feared the entire crew 
perished. ; 

The L-24, which is reported to 
have “had 30 men‘ aboard, collided 
with the dreadnaught Resolution 
off Portland Bill} a rocky promon- 
tory, on the Isle of Portland, ecx- 
tending into the English Channei. 
It is unofficially reported that the 
submarine was rammed by the 
dreadnaught. 

Official announcement that the 
L-24 had sunk, “it is feared, with 
the loss of all hanrds,’’ was made 
by the admiralty this afternoon. 
The announcement said the disas- 
ter occurred while the submarine 
was maneuvering off Portland. 

Every effort is being made to 
locate the wreck, the approximate 
position of which is known. 

The L-24 was one of the largest 
type submersibles, being built un- 
der the war program and com- 
pleted in 1910. She was a mine 
layer and carried no guns, but had 
four topedo tubes and 14 mine 
tubes. 


The L-24 was completed in the 
latter part of the war. She was 
248 feet 6 inches in length over all. 
She displaced 890 tons on the sur- 
face and 1070 submerged.

PLAN OF MELLON 


iAsserts Federal Levy in His 
State Is $44.66 Per Cap- 
ita, Much Higher Than 
State Toll.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 10.—The 

inaugural address which Gov. Al- 

bert C. Ritchie of Maryland deliv- 
ered Tuesday at Annapolis is prov- 
ing a document of unusual interest 
to Washington, not only because of 
its bold attack on Federal invasion 
of state rights but because Gov. 

Ritchie is being talke@ about as a 

possible compromise nominee of 


the Demprrats for the.presidency. 

Ritchie is the first Governor to 
be re-elected in Maryland since the 
Civil War. 

Speaking of the tax burden, Gov. 
Ritchie declared: 

“I, a Democrat, believing. with 
all my heart that Democratic pol- 
icles and Democratic supremacy 
are best for my State, and my coun- 
try, am still in favor of Secretary 
Melion’s plan to lessen the burden 
of the present Federal income tax 
law.” 

Retardation of Business. 

He asserted that present taxation 
was one of the two great causes 
which were holding back American 
business, agricultural and individ- 
ual prosperity. He cited as the 
other cause the lack of European 
markets for American surplus. sup- 
plies, which condition, he _ said, 
could only be remedied by the re- 
construction of Europe. 

“One of the contributory causes 
of the Federal invasion of the pock- 
etbooks of the people, through tax- 
ation,” said Gov. Ritchie, “is the 
maintenance of an enormous and 
growing overhead of bureaus and 
commissions, of which some are 
not needed, others should be cur- 
tailed, and still others do work and 
spend money for purposes which 
should be turned back to the states, 
because they belong to the realm 
of state government. 

“The most outstanding Niustra- 
tion today of the latter class re- 
lates to the enforcement of the 
eighteenth amendment. For this 
purpose the Federal Government 
has already appropriated $9,379,- 
770 for the next fiscal year, and the 
Federal budget has just approved 
$28,500,000 more.” 

$44 Tax Per Capita. 

Gov. Ritchie showed that in 1922 
the Federal Government collected in| 
Marylani from allgources a $44.66 
per capita tax or nearly four and a 
half times as much per cfipita as 
the State collected. 

“Why does the Federal Govern- 
ment stretch forth its hand into 
the State of Maryland and require 
our people to paygn each year four 
times as much as we pay our State 
government? Is this necessary and 
is it. wise? Not, does the power ex- 
ist to do dt, but should that power 
be’ exercised ? 

“It is not my purpose to com- 
plain of an unwarranted invasion 
of the Federal Government of the 
liberties of the Maryland peop)” 
Gov. Ritchie declared, in discussing 
the Volstead act. “But it is my 
purpose to ask that Maryland have 
her day in court, and that you do 
not act until her people have had 
the oppertunity to decide for them- 
sedves as free Americans, at the

They were divorced and she mar- 
ried the Baron von Radek, a rep- 
utation ag the most beautifyl 
American woman to wed royalty 
agcompanying her when she went 
to Germany to live. 

Shortly before the war Bertin 
was stirred by reports of a duel 
between Baron von Radek and 
Count Guenther von Bernstorff. 
There also were reports that one 
of the duelists had been demoted 
in army rank and that the other 
had been scolded by the Kaiser. 
Soon thereafter the Von Radeks 
‘were divorced, the Baroness be- 
coming Countess von Bernstorff. 

The Countess declined today to 
go into details of her future plans. 


She said she would remain in 
America as long as it took to re- 
gain her citizenship so she could 
claim the property impounded 


during the war because of her 
marital relationship. 

“Then we shall see.” she said. 
“I suppose I shall have to return 
to Germany if I want a divorce. 
Maybe soon; maybe it will take 
several years. The Alien Property 
Custodian has been nice to me. He 
arranged to advance me $10,000 
so I could come to America.” 

The last she saw of Von Bern- 
storff was three months ago dt 
Frankfort, she explained.
